The Modern Battle-ship. 


Primarily, the battle-ship is merely a 


gun-platform, which can be moved 
about. The battle-ship is a mobile gun- 
platform. The principal weapons of the 
Kansas comprise four 12-inch guus 
•which can discharge, according to the 
proficiency of the gunners, from, one 
to two projectiles of SSi pounds a min- 
ute; eight of the 8-inch weapons, each 
firing a 259-pound shell at the rate of 
two.or three a nunute: and twelve 7- 
inch pieces, each of which can throw 
projectiles weighing 165 pounds three 
and one-half times in sixty seconds. 
In addition twenty 3-inch guns dis- 
charge per minute twelve shells weigh- 
ing 14 pounds. In the first minute of 
an action at sea the discharge of a 
single broadside vrould result in about 
14,5001 bs.of metal being hurled through 
space with tremendous force. 
The 


surprising anomaly is that while these 
guns, the cause of the ship's existanee. 
cost less than §l,000,000,the mountings 
and the platform on which they are 
carried and moved from one side of 
the world to the other, if the need 
arises, entail an expenditure of not far 
short of §7.000.000. 
The guns are 


cheap; it is the platform with its 
machinery and its 4,000 tons of armor 
which is expensive.—Archibald S-

The Butter Factory. 


Over one and oii€-half billion pounds 


of butter are consumed annually in 
the United States, according to Clar- 
ence B. Lane, of the Dairy Division of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. Writing in the June Cosmo- 
politan on '-Butter, Cheese and Con- 
densed Milk as Factory Products," 
Mr Lane says that factories have now 
almost wholly transferred the making 
of butter Irom .the farms. The milfe 
producers co-opeiate in organizing, 
building, equipping and managing the 
butter factory and disposing of its- 
products. In a factory of this kind 
all expenses are deducted from the 
gross reeeips of sales and the remain- 
der divided pro rata among the patrons 
upon the basis of the milk or cream 
contributed. Tli« use of machinery 
and of various testing appliances has 
quite revolutionised modern dairying.

"The average city of 100,000 inhabi- 


tants wastes, perhaps, half a million, 
dollars a year on the luxury of having 
typhoid, and 
probably a hundred 


thousand dollars more in efforts to 
avoid it. That amount of money, pro- 
perly tpeut, would practically eradi- 
cate the disease. We have seen it 
done in the principal European cities, 
yet. with the unprogressiveuess in 
matters of public health which so 
strangely contrasts with the forward- 
jug American spirit, our cities have 
continued to poison themselves and 
each other." The story of the light 
against infection, the triumphs of sci- 
entific methods and the ignorance and 
neglect which turns the viscera of 
communities into a progression of ba- 
cilli cultures, the whole problem is 
handled succinctly and authoritatively 
yet with all the interest of a story. 


How To Irrigate A Garden. 


Two things rule in the garden use of 


water ; quantity and method of appli- 
cation—and they rule jointly ; neither 
can displace the other without reduc- 
ing desirable effects. The quantity of 
water must be adequate for deep pene- 
tration : the method must be that 
which carries this^water to the roots 
with the least loss by evaporation and 
the least puddling of the soil following 
such application. 
Obviously the se- 


cret of garden irrigation is the use of 
as much water as the soil can hold 
without actual saturation and recourse 
to watering at as long intervals as is 
possible without its drying out. The 
daily hosing may be cleanly and re- 
freshing in a dusty locality, and worth 
the trouble from that point of view, 
but it is not a satisfactory irrigation to 
secure thrifty growth of plants. One 
good soaking a week or a fortnight, 
according to the bold which the soil 
has on water and the thirst of the air 
to remove it, is incomparably better 
than the frivolous flirting of the hose 
which most amateurs are apt to in- 
dulge in. For this reason the ditch 
along the bed or border from, plant to 
plant, and the freshly made basin 
around isolated trees and shrubs, with 
a small stream of water running in 
the ditch, and, the basins filled from 
the ditch or from the open hose, are 
ways of garden irrigation which should 
be employed as widely! as possible ex- 
cept for the lawn. The true method 
for the lawn is to allow the hose or 
revolving sprinkler to stand in one 
place until the ground is thoroughly 
soft and wet to a foot or more in depth.
